After excellent music by Mrs, W, W.
Sherman and the cliurch choir, Major Hal-
ford was introduced, and commenced by
®aying that the popular statement that the
ceonomic valee of every man to the com-
munity in which he lives |s about $1,500 is
not strictly true. God’s estimate puts man
a little lower than the angels, and Bhake-
Epeare says man s divine. The most
dangeroud men In any community are not
those who Inhabit the falls and penitentiaries,
but those who live In stone houses, look out
of plate glass windows snd dress in hroad-
cloth, for it is their apathy that allows young
men to go down to ruin bocanss of 1nsufl-
clent safeguarda around them.

There are 6,000 peoople in Council Blufts
amenable to the Young Men's Christian psso-
clation, and at $1.500 aplece this foots up
$0.000,000, which Is equal to all the mat rial
property In the cily. There are 300 men in
the association, which at the same reckoning
makes the ¥, M. C. A, plant worth $450.000,
A more vulushle one than any other in the
clty. And yet the assoclation is to be al-
lowed to go down, and nothing at all s balng
dona to preserve this valuable plant from
ruln.  The sum of $66,000 Is pald into the
city treasury each year by saloons, but of
this amount only $1.687 finds It way Into the
publie library for books. Thousands of dol-
Inr# are invested in churches, whioh are not
open to the publie more than four hours out
of the 168 hours of the weok.
